No. U-lSOin/ll/lG-GP.—The- township of Auroville has been founded on the 
basis of Charter announced by the Mother on the 28th February, 1908, The Qov-- 
eminent of India and a number of State Governments have contributed substan- 
tuilly to the project of development of Auroville. The Auroville project was also 
oponsored at the initiative of the Government of India by resolutions passed by the 
General Conference of UNESCO held at Paris In 1906, 1968 and 1970. The Govern¬ 
ment of India have, therefore, a special responsibility in regard to the foundation 
□ rid development of Auroville as a township of international Importance. During 
the last one year, a number of problems of varied nature have arisen attectina the 
smooth running of the said township which call for urgent solution. These pro¬ 
blems cannot be tackled piecemeal on an ad-hoc basis. The Government of India 
have, therefore, decided to set up a Committee to consider the problems of Aurovil¬ 
le in depth and in their entirety and help in their solution with a view to promoting 
the objectives set forth by the Mother In the Auroville Chatter. This Committee 
will also evolve an appropriate procedure about the clearance for entry into and 
stay in Auroville of foreigners.
